Now that the Farmers party control Alberta politics 
and with the certainty that at an early date the Farmers 
party will dominate the Federal house there is an air of 
expectancy that many of the evils which have borne ad-1 
versely upon the agricultural inetefests of the country 
will be removed; and that with these removals will come 
a brighter and better day for the farming community and 
with them Canada.. In a word the government is to bring 
prosperity. 

From time memorial, it has be eh the boast of most all 
governments that they brought prosperity, or were just 
about to bring prosperity. The impartial student of the 
history of governments, both ancient and modern can tell 
us that the best that any government can do is to ensure 
conditions that make prosperity possible. 

The functions of a government are to protect its sub¬ 
jects from attacks of hostile nations by maintaining a 
military force adequate to this purpose, and in the next 
place to protect its subjects from wrongs by the drawing 
up and enforcement of laws which shall uphold the right 
from .the wrong.. Apart from gaining wealth by conquest 
no government has been aHle to legislate prosperity into 
being'. True prosperity comes only by the industry of 
the citizens themselves. 

•It is the ethics of good govermnest that the laws and 
conditions under its authority should be favorable to the 
profitable enterprize of its subjects. In seeking to attain 
this ideal it is compelled to give expression to moral ideas 
in legal form and to enforce that legal code. The activ¬ 
ities of a government will widen out to the extent of 
undertaking public works of magnitude, but it is very 
generally conceded that such government work should lie 
confined to the narrowest limit compatible with the in¬ 
terests of the public, and the balance left to private en- 
terprize. 

The ideals container^ in the definition ‘group organiz¬ 
ation’ are at once ideal and practical. We have had such 
in varying forms for many centuries. In modern history 
we find the guilds and in modern times we have our vari¬ 
ous trade associations and also our labor unions. All 
these have performed useful work. At times they have 
been powerful influences in politics, hut always these or¬ 
ganizations have done their most useful work when con¬ 
fining their efforts to their proper sphere. Their pro¬ 
per sphere being the economics of their own class, or in 
the language of today -group 

By nature of his avocation (the oldest) the farmer 
has been one of the last to organize on the lines of a trade 
or profession. This he is now doing, and rightly doing. 
It may be said that the farmers organization is but just 
at the eve of commencing its work. 

Is this work a political one or is it a matter of econo¬ 
mics'? It is political just as far as it is a portion of the 
nation, and it is political only to the extent that it secures 
just and equitable law; for its own class and for its bro¬ 
ther classes. Its more important function is that of eco¬ 
nomical organization. Or in other words the work before 
the farmer class is that of offering; a parallel selling ser¬ 
vice comparable with That of the manufacturing produc¬ 
ers; and like the manuiacturing producers to control the 
price of the commodities they produce. 

Expressed in oth n language, the farmer class must 
undertake that portion of their business which has up,to 
now,being performed fer them by the grain trade and the 
meat packers. This is. the writer urges, a business, or 
economic, undertaking—not a political' one. 


It should be borne in mind all the time that ho class a 
can legislate itself rich, and remain long in possession of | 
those riches. The days for that sort of thing are now past I 
history. The most that can be obtained from legislation 

is fair and equitable conditions of living—there the task 
of legislation ends, but not so the objects of organization 
for they are but just about to begin. 

It is with the above thoughts in mind that the writer 
contends that no group should control parliament. He 
urges- that parliament should not be the battlefield of 
conflicting economic interests, be they that of the money¬ 
ed class, or be thev that of any other, class 

He urges likewise That the economic-question be fac¬ 
ed squarely, and that more study be given to the selling 
end of the farmers business by the farmers themselevs. 
With products sanely marketed there would be no room 
on God’s earth for the fellows who play pitch and toss 
with the price of the farmers produce.

J. L. Lotinga, 
from Borden Camp, with arms revers¬ 
ed, was drawn up. There were also 
present on parade the Liphook com¬ 
pany of Girl Guides, under Captain 
Miss Chichele Plowden, upon one side, 
ond the Bramshott troop of the Boys’ 
Scouts and Wolf Cubs, under Miss 
Tristam (scoutmaster and cubmaster) 
Assistant Scoutmaster Donoghue, 
Miss Bowles (assistant cubmaster), 
and Miss Roblett (cubs instructor), on 
the opposite side. The Scout’s band, 
under Leslie Oliver, was present, as 
were also several members of the 
Bramshott and District Post of the 
Comrades of the Great War, including 
the Captain, Colonel G. C' R. Over- 
ton.. Three trumpeters of the Royai 
Field Artillery attended with the mili- 
tory party, ar.d stood facing them dur¬ 
ing the ceremony. 

The dedication of the Great War 
Cross completes the work that was in¬ 
augurated six years ago, when the 
parishoners decided it was necessary 
to make a considerable extension to 
the churchyard in view of the estab¬ 
lishment of Bramshott Camp, which 
was entirely situated within the par¬ 
ish boundary. An extension fund, 
amounting to £ 435, was raised al¬ 
most entirely by local subscriptions, 
and a piece of ground was purchased, 
adjoining the churchyard and duly 
consecrated by the Bishop of Win¬ 
chester. Some 334 soldiers lie buried 
in the churchyard. Nearly all of these 
■are Canadians, and the perfect way 


in which the graves are kept is evid¬ 
ence that the parish is proudly con¬ 
scious of the trust committed to its 
chorge in caring for the graves of 
those who nobly came to aid of the 
mother country in its hour of need, 
and whose dear ones are many hun¬ 
dreds of miles away. 

The Memorial Cross, which adds 
much to the beauty of the churchyard, 
is of Portland stone, set upon a mas¬ 
sive base. Upon the eastern side of 
the shaft is a large Crusader’s sword 
in bronze, and below, the inscription. 
“Their name liveth for evermore,” is 
cut into the base. The monument was 
designed by Sir Reginald Bloomfield, 
R.A., and is exactly similar to those 
erected in the battlefield cemeteries. 
The execution of the work was en¬ 
trusted to Messrs Harris and Sons, of 
Woking, and has been admirably car¬ 
ried out. ' 

A row of maple trees borders the 
pathway through the churchyard, and 
behind are groups of pryus floribunda 
and other flowering shrubs, just now 
coming into bloom. Some of the par¬ 
ishioners had laid a bunch of spring 
flowers upon each of the soldiers’ 
graves and a large wreath of laurel 
tied with red, white, and blue stream¬ 
ers, was placed at the base of the 
memoriol inscribed. "In honored 
memory of those who gave their lives 
for their Mother Country from the 
workers at the Liphook Soldiers Room 
1915-1918.” Another wreath bore a 
card, “In grateful memory of many 
friends.” and Mr. E. J. Chapman 
placed on the memorial a laurel 
wreath which contained the in¬ 
scription, “To the glorious memory of

there the swift and unexpected over¬ 
took them and rapidly they died, and 
now they rested and slept in that 
beautiful churchyard. He had called 
them the great three hundred. Why 
had he ventured thus to name them? 
Because they were truly great inas¬ 
much as they represented two wonder 
ful things—the cause that brought 
them and the sense of duty which en¬ 
abled theml to come. Those two 

things would never die. They lived 
with them with the immortal. The 
world might pass and wither, but the 
causes which united the Empire’s 
sons would surely never die, while 
breathed the name of Britain or of 
Empire. At that point he would like 
to pause and say how deeply indebted 
all of them must feel to one who had 
with his skill, taken such pains and 
care to make that churchyard a 
worthy memorial, in every sense, to 
their cousins from overseas. Mr. 
Trigs had indeed spared no pains to 
make that beautiful churchyard 
worthy of the new inhabitants that 
claimed their last refuge there.

not ruin, because those lives, though 
great in their sense of duty and in the 
cause that brought them, were surely 
greater now' with the expanding know 
tedge which was there, and with the 
fresh beauty of love shining upon 
them from the face of Jesus Christ. 


It was not loss. He remembered that 
when he was in Canada there were 
two scenes which struck himi very 
forcibly. One was at a place called 
Medicine Hat, and there, as they 
paseed through on the great journey 
to the Pacific Coast, he found that 
the town was wonderfully lighted, 
and it was lighted by lights that nev¬ 
er went out. There was a natural 
gas, which it was cheaper to burn al- 
w'ays than to light periodically, and 
so they had the result of perpetual 
light.

between Canada and America, for 
that vast frontier, stretching from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, had no 
fortifications, no watchmen, and no 
guards.

When the Urtited 
States recovered from its political 
dialectics, and when England stabliz- 
ed itself into a sense of fellowship 
and responsibility, then and then only 
and Canada, with our own great 
would those twin nations of America 
and Canada within their own great 
selves throughout the Empire realize 
that it was from. America that there 
came the highest piece of political 
idealism that the world hadr eve 
seen. He knew he spoke unpopular- 
ly, hut he claimed that that great cit¬ 
izen of America with his 14 points, 
who secured the armistice which 
ended the great and terrible war 
would yet be honored wherever the 
name of humanity was loved. Mean¬ 
while, the Cross united them, because 
it stood for sacrifice and service. Its 
vast arms encompassed everywhere 
service, and in that mighty unity of 
the Cross they believed they would 
live and win. Those young men, 

whose bodies lay alongside the Cross 
were loved b(y the Crucified. To¬ 
morrow was St. Mark's Day and he 
liked to think that on the eve of St. 
Mark’s day they dedicated the Cross 
to the memory of the .young men 
whom Jesus loved. And to those 
mourning hearts in Canada,' in their 
great cities, on the vast prairie, by 
the mighty lakes, by the long rivers, 
right to the cold grip of snow in the 
far north, they sent today a message 
from little Bramishott. They wanted 
to tell them that those graves would 
be in safe keeping that they would 
guard them with reverent care, and 
see to it that nought dimished what 
affection and love would remand were 
they at home. They told their mourn¬ 
ing hearts that though they were sep¬ 
arated by oceans they were united 
under the shadow of a cross which 
consecrated all service and' trnmirtal- 
ized every duty done, and that under 
its eternal promise He who lived 
through life and entered death to 
live again that all might .live with 
told them from His lips of immortal 
love the text of the war that had 
made English religion a new thing. 
“Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends." “Eternal rest grant them, 
O Lord, and may light perpetual shine 
upon them. 

The detachment of Royal Fusiliers 
were then brought to the "(present 
arms" and the trumpeters of the Roy¬ 
al Artillery sounded the Last Post. 
The final hymn was "O what the- joy 
and the gloi'y will be,” and after this 
had been slung a number of wreaths 
were placed upon the base of the 
monument. 

A simple but impressive and mem¬ 
orable service thus came to a close, 
and afterwards the graves and the 
memorial were inspected with much 
interest by the large number of peo¬ 
ple present—Hants News, England.
